Town Meeting voted Monday to 
spend as much as $250,000 in 
newly appropriated funds to 
acquire an acre and three-

The Selectmen asked for 
$100,000 to purchase roughly 25 
acres of land in varying sized 
parcels from Ruth H, Chalifour, 
Emily Bullock et al, P, Hayden 
and Virginia Clark and Fred E. 
Cheever, 

The article can be said to have 
failed by 50 or 15 votes, depending 
upon which formula you use in 
calculating a two-thirds majority, 
A total of 435 voters favored pure 
chase of the site; 241 voted against 
it, Moderator Arthur Williams, 
figuring what would have to be 
added to the affirmative vote to 
overpower the negative, ruled that 
a two-thirds majority would be 
482. He spoke of a 50 vote dif- 
ferential, and it was upon this 
basis that he ignored a motion 
from the floor for reconsidera= 
tion, 

A shift of just 15 negative votes 
would have, however, been suffi- 
cient to raise the total ‘‘Yes"’ 
vote to the necessary two-thirds 
level, 

Defeat of the school proposal 
was unexpected, Officials knew 
they faced opposition from pro= 
perty owners in the Bancroft- 
Holt Road area, particularly those 
directly involved, They were aware 
too that a negative vote was 
building in the Suncrest - Wild- 
wood Acres part of town where 
residents had counted on construc= 
tion of a school off Rocky Hill 
Road to bring a municipal sewer 
line into their territory. 

The voting strength of this group 
cannot be determined, but it was 
well organized, Onlookers feel it 
is safe to say that agoodly number 
of people voted FOR a sewer rather 
than AGAINST a school site, One 
voter is known to have commented: 
“‘We need a sewer and it looks 
like this is the only way we are 
going to get it.”” 

In addition to these two factions, 
there was a sprinkling of older 
residents who were heard to make 
such remarks as ‘“‘It’s about time 
the schools had double sessions”’ 
and ‘‘We don’t want all these new 
people coming in here with their 
children anyway,”* 

During the floor discussion, 
Vincent Stulgis, former town 
counsel, spoke in favor of using 
the 15 or so acres of land the town 
already owns in the Rocky Hill 
Road area and asked why the 
Federal government ‘‘which 
spends money like a drunken 
sailor’’ could not be asked to help 
finance installation of a sewer,

It is estimated that $800,000 to 
$1 million would be needed, 

Manager Richard Bowen 
answered that Federal money could 
not be obtained for acceleration of 
town sewage plans for this area 
because such grants are given for 
installation of basic sewage rather 
than extensions of feeder lines, He 
added that even if the project 
qualified, the town would have to 
prove that it was unable to finance 
the project on its own, ‘‘Un= 
fortunately,” he said, ‘‘many 
government people consider us a 
bunch of fat cats,”” 

Sewer Considered 

The Selectmen considered the 
possibility of laying sewer line 
in this neighborhood in advance 
of the master plan schedule which 
calls for construction there in 
about 10 years, It was decided 
that the project should not be 
taken out of order and that the 
expense should not be incurred at 
this time, All these factors, plus 
unfavorable perce tests, caused the 
Board to drop negotiations for ad= 
ditional low land owned by the late 
Robert White, 

Rejected also was the suggestion 
that a direct line be laid along 
Ballardvale Road to the suggested 
school site, Bowen responded to 
a question about this idea with 
the news that such a line was not 
part of master sewer plans for 
that area and would have to be 
abandoned later, 

Asked about an addition to the 
present South School as a sub=- 
stitute proposal, Supt, Edward I, 
Erickson said this would not solve 
the problem, A new South end 
school is needed to relieve con= 
gestion not only in South School, 
but Central and Sanborn as well, 
he explained, 

Among speakers pressing the 
manager for estimates of what 
could be raised from betterment 
assessments to defray the cost 
of laying a sewer into the Rocky 
Hill Road site was Richard Moody, 
a resident of the area, 

Bowen had no specific figures 
but estimated that nothing more 
than $80,000 to $100,000 would 
be recoverable because of thetype 
of sewerline involved, 

To queries about a comparison 
of costs for bussing children to 
the Cottage Farm area as opposed 
to Holt Road, the superintendent 
of schools said that roughly 80 
percent of the pupils in a Holt- 
Bancroft school would have to be 
bussed, Many more children could 
walk to the Cottage Farm area, 
he said, 

At week’s end the League of 
Women Voters prepared to add 
its voice to that of the School 
Committee in requesting early 
scheduling of another Town 
Meeting, 

The League’s president, Mrs. 
Jerald Cornwell, spoke for the 
defeated article Monday, calling 
attention to the congestion in most

Costly Drops 


Earlier this month Frank Crimp, a Brighton architect, 
appeared at a meeting of the School Committee to make a 
preliminary report on a new report updating a 1963 report 
on projected schoo! building needs. 

The TOWNSMAN was crowded that week so we made no 
mention of Crimp’s predictions. But it really doesn’t 
matter for there was nothing substantially new about what 
he had to say... 

Andover needs sites and plans for five new elementary 
schools — this certainly came as no surprise because the 
School Committee has reported the fact with great re- 
gularity. .. 

By 1971 she will need to construct a third junior high 
school building or start an addition to the present high 
school which is to absorb averflow J.H. enrollment when 
senior high school students move into new quarters next 
fall . . . hardly startling news to an administration that 
talked of plans for a mushrooming secondary school popu- 
lation when it decided to ask for a new senior high school 
in order to permit just such expansion. . . 

To put it bluntly . . . Mr. Crimp has come up with 
nothing that school administrators could not have pro- 
jected using the 1963 study along with a similar report 
prepared by Planning Board consultants. 

One can scarcely blame Architect Crimp for accepting 
an assignment that may mean as much as a $500 fee, 
particularly when it keeps his name alive in a community 
that is going to have to construct a number of schools. 

But taxpayers can quarrel with the superintendent or 
recommending such an expenditure and the School Com- 
mittee for authorizing it. The department has on its staff 
personnel fully competent to relate earlier projections to 
updated statistics and policies. 

Whether Crimp’s fee turns out to be the $500 authorized 
or some portion of that maximum, it will be a drop in the 
bucket in terms of the total school department budget. But 
can we afford drops in the bucket that diminish the fu. ds 
available for improvements to our public school educa- 
tional program? 


Climate Changes? 


There is no real confidence in Washington yet that the 
Communists are ready to talk about a solution to the 
Vietnam conflict, but at week’s end observers were taking 
faint hope from what appeared to be an infinitesimal shift

in the position of both the United States and the Com- 
munists regarding negotiations. 

Should we be optimistic because UN Ambassador Arthur 
Goldberg has told the international organization that the 
United States will stop the bombing of North Vietnam if it 
can get public or private ‘‘assurance’’ that the North 
Vietnamese and the Vietcong willde-escalate their military 
operation? Secretary of State Dean Rusk has said con- 
sistently that the U. S. would not discontinue its bombing 
until it had ‘‘evidence’’ that the opposition was cutting 
back in use of its forces. 

And how much encouragement should we take from the 
fact that the most recent statement from Soviet Foreign 
Minister Andrei Gromyko did not make specific mention of 
the previous demand that the National Liberation Front be 
the only spokesmen for South Vietnam in any negotiations 
. . . or from a Hanoi broadcast which asked only that the 
NFL be a ‘‘decisive’’ voice in the peace talks? 


We choose to regard these verbal shadings as an in- 
dication that the climate for negotiations is improving and, 
like many another publication in this country, we implore 
spokesmen for the Administration to bear this in mind as 
they comment on war-related activities. Nothing should be 
permitted to give the impression that the United States is 
anything less than 100 percent sincere. 


The rest of the world, particularly the Communist world, 
must be persuaded that we speak with a straight tongue. 


Operation Morale 


A tense world watches Vietnam and hangs on every word 
that might give hope of peace. 

But it is already a certainty that no peace will come 
quickly enough to bring United States servicemen home 
for the holidays. 

Recognizing this, the TOWNSMAN again asks readers 
to cooperate with an Operation Morale campaign that will 
recruit residents to send messages of encouragement and 
good will to those men from Andover who are stationed in 
Vietnam. The list will be longer this year than last: 
America now has more men committed to the cause than 
Saigon’s own Army. 

For its part, the TOWNSMAN will make space available 
weekly between now and mid-November for the listing of 
names and overseas addresses. And it will, in addition, 
send copies of the December 24 Holiday Edition to all 
servicemen whose names go on the MORALE list.

New Bells Installed In PA Tower

Andover residents within ear- 
shot of Phillips Academy may 
detect a difference in the sound 
of the chimes coming from 
Memorial Bell Tower, Quarter 
hour chimes as well as actual 
music should have a _ greater 
resonance after the replacement 
of eighteen small bells which com= 
prise the top notes of the 37 note 
scale, 

The original bells have been 
used since their installation in 
1923 when Samuel L, Fuller, °94, 
dedicated the tower and carillon 
to 78 Phillips Academy alumni 
who lost their lives in World War 
I, The first set of bells, cast in 
England, ranged in size from 25 
pounds to over 2,000 lbs, Later, 
seven more bells were purchased 
with the largest weighing in at 
4,372 pounds, Shortly after the 


completion of the tower onthe spot 
where George Washington once 
reviewed the student body, The 
New York Times commented, 
“Perhaps the most ideal setting 
of any carillon in America,”* 

Fuller’s interest in carillon 
playing later prompted him to 
establish in 1959 the Music Prize 
for skill in the playing of the

Hall To Speak 
On Extremism 


Gordon Hall, nationally known 
as an authority on ‘ 
will speak in Davis Hall at Abbot 
Academy at 8 p,m, Saturday, The 
lecture is open to the public, 

For the past two decades, Hall 
has made a concentrated study of 
the phenomena of political ex- 
tremism in the United States, He 
has been operating for nearly 20 
years as a private, unofficial one= 
man ‘‘FBI,** keeping track of poli- 
tical fringe groups of the right 
and left, He has been called a 
conspirator, a dedicated patriot 
and a fanatical crackpot, He has
